No.  377,  dated  November  1,  1864,  War  Department,  Adjutant  Gen- 
eral's Office,  Washington,  and  of  which  Brigadier  General  Henry  S. 
Briggs,  U.  S.  Volunteers,  is  President,  was  arraigned  and  tried — 

Francis  W.  Blackford,  Commissioner  of  the  Board  of  Enrolment  for 
the  District  of  Columbia. 

Charge.  —  "  Conduct  prejudicial  to  good  order  and  military  discipline."" 

Specification  1st — "In  this:  that  he,  Francis  W.  Blackford,  Commis- 
sioner of  the  Board  of  Enrolment  for  the  District  of  Columbia,, 
while  acting  as  Commissioner  thereof,  and  while  in  the  office 
of  said  Board  of  Enrolment,  and  in  the  presence  of  its  clerks, 
on  or  about  the  15th  day  of  April,  1864,  purchased  from  a. 
a  man  a  premium  certificate,  a  voucher  for  money  due  to  him 
on  account  of  his  entering  the  military  service  of  the  United 
States,  of  the  value  of  fifteen  dollars,  ($15,)  for  the  sum  of  ten 
dollars ;  he,  the  said  Commissioner  Blackford,  well  knowing 
that  said  voucher  was  of  the  full  value  of  fifteen  dollars,  and 
not  paying  its  just  and  full  value,  but  discrediting  the  same  by 
purchasing  and  receiving  the  same  at  less  than  its  real  value. 
All  this  at  Washington  city,  District  of  Columbia,  on  or  about 
the  15th  day  of  April,  1864." 

Specification  2d — "In  this:  that  he,  Francis  W.  Blackford,  Commis- 
sioner of  the  Board  of  Enrolment  for  the  District  of  Columbia, 
while  acting  as  Commissioner  thereof,  and  in  the  office  of  said 
Board,  on  or  about  the  11th  day  of  November,  1863,  claimed 
and  received  from  Augustus  0.  Ball,  a  cleik  of  said  Board,  the 
sum  of  fifteen  dollars,  ($15,)  as  his  share  of  the  amount  paid 


by  the  United  States,  to  wit  :  thirty  dollars,  to  him,  the  said 
Augustus  0.  Ball,  for  arresting  and  delivering  a  deserter  to  the 
authorities  of  the  United  States  ;  he,  said  Commissioner  Black- 
ford, well  knowing  that  he  was  not  rightfully  or  legally  entitled 
to  have  or  recti ve  any  portion  of  the  said  sum  of  thirty  dol- 
lars, which  was  wholly  and  solely  due  to  the  said  Ball  All 
this  at  Washington,  District  of  Columbia,  on  or  about  the  11th 
day  of  November,  1863." 

Specjication  3d  —  kiIn  this:  that  he,  Francis  W.  Blackford,  Commis- 
sioner of  the  Board  of  Enrolment  for  the  District  of  Columbia, 
while  acting  as  Commissioner  thereof,  and  in  the  office  of  said 
Board,  on  or  about  the  27th  day  of  November,  1863,  claimed 
and  received  from  Augustus  0.  Ball,  a  clerk  of  srid  Board,  the 
sum  of  seventy-five  dollars,  ($75,)  as  his  share  of  the  money 
received  by  the  said  Ball,  to  wit  :  one  hundred  and  fifty  dol- 
lars, for  procuring  Washington  Short  as  a  substitute  for  Daniel 
Humphreys,  a  drafted  man  ;  he,  said  Commissioner  Blackford, 
well  knowing  that  he  was  not  rightfully  or  legally  entitled  to 
have  or  receive  any  part  or  portion  of  the  said  sum  of  one  hun- 
ch ed  and  fifty  dollars,  which  had  been  had  and  received  by 
said  Ball  for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  and  not  in  any  manner  or 
in  any  part  due  or  belonging  to  said  Commissioner  Blackford. 
All  this  at  Washington,  District  of  Columbia,  on  or  about  the 
27th  day  of  November,  1863." 

Specification  4th — "In  this:  that  he,  Francis  W  Blackford,  Commis- 
sioner of  the  Board  of  Enrolment  for  the  District  of  Columbia, 
while  as  Commissioner  thereof,  and  in  the  office  of  said  Board, 
received  from  H.  H.  Dudley,  on  or  about  the  15th  day  of-  July, 
1861,  the  sum  of  fifty-five  dollais,  for  making  out  papers  con- 
nected with  and  relating  to  the  business  of  said  Board  ;  he, 
said  Commissioner  Blackford,  well  knowing  that  he  was  drawing 
and  receiving  pay  from  the  United  States  for  any  and  all  ser- 
vices connected  with  the  said  business,  and  that  he  was  not 
rightfully  or  legally  entitled  to  have  or  receive  any  other  or 
additional  compensation  than  that  from  the  United  States  for 
every  and  all  services  connected  therewith.  All  this  at  Washing- 
ton, DisttictofColumbia,  on  orabout  the  15th  day  of  July,  1864." 


Specification  5th — "In  this:  that  he,  Francis  W.  Blackford,  Commis- 
sioner of  the  Board  of  Enrolment  for  the  District  of  Columbia, 
while  acting  as  Commissioner  thereof,  on  or  about  the  21st  day 
of  November,  18 G3,  procured  a  substitute,  named  Henry  John- 
son, for  a  drafted  man,  named  Washington  Stebney,  receiving 
for  such  action  and  the  procuring  of  said  substitute  the  sum  of 
one  hundred  dollars,  from  Colonel  McClure  ;  he,  the  said  Com- 
missioner Blackford,  well  knowing  that  at  the  same  time  he 
was  receiving  his  pay  from  the  United  States  for  his  time  and 
services ;  he,  said  Commissioner  Blackford,  acting  as  Commis- 
sioner of  said  Board,  in  the  eximination  and  acceptance  of  the 
said  substitute,  Henry  Johnson,  well  knowing  that  he  had  in- 
tentionally interested  himself  in  the  acceptance  aforesaid.  All 
this  at  Washington,  District  of  Columbia,  on  or  about  the  21st 
day  of  November,  1863." 

To  which  charge  and  specifications  the  accused,  Francis  W.  Black- 
ford, Commissioner  of  the  Board  of  Enrolment  for  the  District  of 
Columbia,  pleaded  as  follows :

II- -The  findings  and  sentence  of  the  Court  in  the  above  case  are 
approved,  and  Francis  W.  Blackford  ceases  to  be  an  officer  of  the  Board 
of  Enrolment  for  the  District  of  Columbia.

I.. Before  a  General  Court  Martial  which  convened  at  Kearnestown, 
Virginia,  December  1,  1864,  pursuant  to  Special  Orders,  No.  223, 
dated  Headquarters,  Department  West  Virginia,  November  27,  1864, 
and  of  which  Brigadier  General  J.  H.  Duval,  United  States  Volun- 
teers, is  President,  was  arraigned  and  tried  — 

Surgeon  John  31.  Robinson,  United  States  Volunteers 

Chaege  I. — "Disobedience  of  orders." 

Specification  1st — "In  this:  that  he,  the  said  Surgeon  John  31.  Robin- 
son, United  States  Volunteers,  and  Surgeon-in-Chief  2d  Infantry 
Division,  Department  of  West  Virginia,  having  received  the 
following  verbal  order  from  Surgeon  James  M.  Leete,  United 
States  Volunteers,  and  Medical  Director  Army  of  West  Virginia, 
viz  :  That  he,  Surgeon  Robinson,  should  proceed  to  the  front  and 
join  his  Division,  did  utterly  fail  to  do  so.  This  done  at  or 
near  the  Opequan  Creek,  Virginia,  on  or  about  the  twentieth 
day  of  September,  1864." 

Specification  2d — "  In  this  :  that  the  said  Surgeon  John  31.  Robinson, 
United  States  Volunteers,  and  Surgeon-in-Chief  2d  Infantry 
Division,  Department  of  West  Virginia,  having  received  the 
following  verbal  order  from  Surgeon  James  M.  Leete,  United 
States  Volunteers,  and  Medical  Director  Army  of  West  Virginia, 
viz  :  That  he,  Surgeon  John  31.  Robinson,  United  States  Volun- 
teers, should  exert  himself  to  make  the  wounded  of  his  Divi- 
sion as  comfortable  as  possible  during  the  night  of  the  nine- 
teenth of  October,  1864,  after  the  battle  of  Cedar  Creek,  Vir- 
ginia ;  and  further,  that  he,  the  said  Surgeon  John  31.  Robinson, 
United  States  Volunteers,  should  see  personally  that  the  officers 
in   charge   of    the    ambulances   of    his    Division    should    labor 


earnestly,  and  during  the  whole  night,  if  necessary,  in  gather- 
ing the  wounded  from  the  battle-field,  did  utterly  disregard  the- 
said  orders,  and  did  fail  to  give  his  personal  attention  to  the 
wounded  and  to  the  gathering  of  the  game  from  the  field  as 
directed  by  his  superior.  This  done  near  Cedar  Creek,  Virginia, 
on  or  about  the  nineteenth  day  of  October,  1864." 

Charge  II  — "Gross  and  habitual  neglect  of  duty." 

Specification  1st — "In  this  :  that  he,  the  said  Surgeon  John  M.  Robin- 
son, United  States  Volunteers,  and  Surgeon-in-Chief  2d  Infantry 
Division,  Department  of  West  Virginia,  did  fail  and  neglect  to 
cause  to  be  brought  upon  the  field,  where  his  Division  was  en- 
gaged, the  ambulances  necessary  for  the  removal  of  the  wounded. 
This  done  in  the  affair  near  Halltown,  Virginia,  on  or  about 
the  twenty-sixth  day  of  August,  1864  " 

Specification  2d — "  In  this  :  that  he,  the  said  Surgeon  John  M.  Robinson, 
United  States  Volunteers,  and  Surgeon-in-Chief  2d  Infantry 
Division,  Department  of  West  Virginia,  did  fail  and  neglect  to 
be  caused  the  ambulances  necessary  for  the  removal  of  the 
wounded  to  be  brought  upon  the  field  where  his  Division  was 
engaged.  This  done  in  the  action  at  Cedar  Creek,  Virginia,  on 
the  nineteenth  day  of  October,  1864." 

Sfecificaiion  3d — "In  this  :  that  he,  the  said  Surgeon  John  M.  Robinson, 
United  States  Volunteers,  and  Surgeon-in-Chief  2d  Infantry 
Division,  Department  of  West  Virginia,  having  been  in  charge 
of  the  hospitals  of  the  Army  of  W^est  Virginia,  at  Winchester, 
Virginia,  fiomon  or  about  the  twenty-third  day  of  September, 
1864,  to  on  cr  about  the  sixteenth  day  of  October,  1864,  did 
neglect  and  fail  to  keep  and  turn  over  to  his  successor  certain 
registers  of  deaths  and  transfers,  and  other  records,  required  by 
Array  Regulations,  which  it  was  his  duty  to  do.  This  done  at 
the  time  and  place  above  mentioned." 

Specification  4th  —  "  In  this  :  that  he,  Surgeon  John  31.  Robinson,  United 
States  Volunteers,  and  Surgeon-in-Chief  2d  Infantry  Division, 
Department  West  Virginia,  did   neglect  to   attend  to  the  wants 
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•of  wounded  officers  and  enlisted  men  under  his  charge  during 
and  after  the  battle  of  Cedar  Creek,  Virginia,  and  did  absent 
himself  from  the  said  wounded  officers  and  soldiers,  and  did 
sleep  in  a  private  house  during  the  night  after  the  said  battle 
of  Cedar  Creek,  and  did  fail  and  neglect  to  give  his  personal 
attention  to  the  collection  of  the  wounded  of  his  Division  in 
and  after  the  said  battle.  This  done  at  or  near  Cedar  Creek, 
Virginia,  on  or  about  the  nineteenth  day  of  October,  1861. 

•Charge  III. — "  Wrongfully  and  knowingly  selling  property  of  the 
United  States." 

Specification  1st — "In  this:  that  he,  the  said  Surgeon  John  31.  Robin- 
son,  United  States  Volunteers,  and  Surgeon-in-Chief  2d  Infantry 
Division,  Department  of  West  Virginia,  did  instruct  the  Acting 
Hospital  Steward,  2d  Infantry  Division,  Department  of  West 
Virginia,  to  sell  a  certain  quantity  of  bottled  whiskey  from  hos- 
pital stores  belonging  to  the  United  States  then  under  his,  Sur- 
geon Robinson' s,  charge,  and  under  which  instructions  from  the 
said  Surgeon  Robinson  the  said  Acting  Hospital  Steward  did  sell 
six  (6)  bottles  of  whiskey  from  the  said  stores,  at  three  dollars 
per  bottle,  and  did  pay  over  the  proceeds  from  said  sale  to  the 
said  Surgeon  John  31.  Robinson.  This  done  at  or  near  Summit 
Point,  Virginia,  on  or  about  the  ninth  day  of  September,  1864." 

.Specification  2d — "  In  this  :  that  he,  the  said  Surgeon  John  31.  Robinson, 
United  States  Volunteers,  and  Surgeon- in- Chief  2d  Infantry 
Division,  Department  of  West  Virginia,  did  sell  certain  hospital 
stores  belonging  to  the  United  States,  viz  :  quinine,  morphine, 
opium,  and  alcohol,  to  Franklin  Bowley,  a  citizen  of  Winches- 
ter, Virginia.  This  done  at  Winchester,  Virginia,  on  or  about 
the  fifteenth  day  of  October,  1864." 

Charge  IV. — "Knowingly  and  wilfully  applying  to  his  own  use  pro- 
perty of  the  United  States." 

^Specification — "In  this:  that  he,  the  said  Surgeon  John  31.  Robinson, 
United  States  Volunteers,  and  Surgeon-in- Chief  2d  Infantry 
Division,  Department  of  "West  Virginia,  did  apply  to  his  own 
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use  certain  hospital  subsistence  stores,  viz  :  coffee,  sugar,  pota- 
toes, chickens,  eggs,  butter,  and  meat,  which  articles  he  fur- 
nished out  of  stores  belonging  to  the  United  States  Genera) 
Hospital,  under  his  charge,  to  supply  the  table  of  a  citizen  at 
whose  house  he  boarded.  This  done  at  Winchester,  Virginia, 
at  several  times  on  or  about  the  twenty-third  day  of  September, 
1864,  to  on  or  about  the  sixteenth  day  of  October,  18G4." 

Charge  V.  —  "Knowingly  and  wilfully  depriving  sick  and  wounded 
officers  and  soldiers  under  his  charge  of  necessary  medicines  by 
selling  the  same  to  a  disloyal  citizen  of  the  United  States." 

Specification— li  In  thfs :  that  he,  the  said  Surgeon  John  M.  Robiruonf 
United  States  Volunteers,  and  Surgeon-in-Chief  2d  Infantry 
Division,  Department  of  West  Virginia,  did  sell  to  one  Frank- 
lin Bowley,  a  disl  yal  citizen  of  the  United  States,  certain  medi- 
cines from  the  stores  of  the  United  States  hospital  under  his, 
Surgeon  Robinson's,  charge,  viz  :  quinine,  opium,  morphine,  and 
alcohol,  thereby  causing  a  scarcity  of  the  said  medicines  in  the 
said  hospitals,  and  depriving  the  sick  and  wounded  officers  and 
soldiers  under  his  charge  of  their  use.  This  done  at  Winchester, 
Virginia,  on  or  about  the  fifteenth  day  of  October,  1864." 

Charge  VI  — "  Obtaining  money  from  the  United  States  by  false  and 
fraudulent  representations. ' ' 

Specification — "  In  this  :  that  he,  the  said  Surgeon  John  M.  Robinson, 
United  States  Volunteers,  and  Surgeon-in-Chief  2d  Infantry 
Division,  Department  of  West  Virginia,  did  present  for  payment 
to  Wm.  Irwin  Ellis,  Captain  and  C.  S  ,  an  account  or  bill 
of  one  Sampson  P.  Clark,  against  the  United  States,  for  the 
sum  of  one  hundred  and  twenty-three  dollars  and  seventy  cents, 
for  certain  articles  of  subsistence,  viz  :  milk,  turkeys,  chickens, 
butter,  and  eggs,  which  articles  the  said  Surgeon  John  31,  Robin- 
son did  certify  were  purchased  on  his  requisition  for  the  use  of 
the  sick  in  the  hospitals  under  his,  Surgeon  Robinson's,  charge  ;. 
and,  further,  that  he,  the  said  Surgeon  John  M.  Robinson,  did 
obtain  from  the  said  Wm.  Irwin  Ellis,  Captain  and  C.  S.r 
the   said  sum   of  one  hundred   and  twenty-three  dollars   and 


seventy  cents  upon  the  said  account  of  Sampson  P.  Clark,  and* 
his  (Clark's)  receipt  in  blank  for  payment  of  the  same  ;  and, 
farther,  that  the  articles  mentioned  in  said  account,  or  any  con- 
siderable portion  of  them,  were  never  received  in  the  hospitals- 
under  his,  Surgeon  Rcbinsons,  charge,  or  used  for  the  sick  and. 
wounded  as  pretended.  This  done  at  Winchester,  Virginia,  on, 
or  about  the  fifteenth  day  of  October,  1864." 

Charge  VII.  —  "Conduct  unbecoming  an  officer  and  a  gentleman." 

Specification — "In  this:  that  he,  the  said  Surgeon  John  31.  Robinson, 
United  States  Volunteers,  and  Surgeon-in-Chief  2d  Infantry 
Division,  Department  of  West  Virginia,  did  offer  and  attempt 
to  sell  to  Surgeon  James  H.  Hysell,  1st  West  Virginia  Veteran 
Volunteer  Infantry,  then  Assistant  Surgeon  9th  Regiment  West 
Virginia  Volunteer  Infantry,  a  certain  horse,  he  well  knowing 
the  said  horse  to  be  the  property  of  the  United  States,  and 
saying,  '  that  it  was  a  picked  up  horse,  and  would  never  be- 
known,'  or  words  to  that  effect.  This  done  near  Cedar  Creek, 
Virginia,  on  or  about  the  twenty- fifth  day  of  October,  1864." 

To  which  charges  and  specifications  the  accused,  Surgeon  John  31. 
Robinson,  United  States  Volunteers,  pleaded  "Not  Guilty."

Sentence. 

And  the  Court  does  therefore  sentence  him,  Surgeon  John  M.  Robin- 
son,  United  States  Volunteers,  "  To  be  dishonorably  discharged  the  service 
of  the  United  States,  with  the  forfeiture  of  all  pay  and  allowances  ;  to  be  for- 
ever disqualified  from  holding  any  office  of  trust  or  emolument  under  the  Govern- 
ment of  the  United  States ;  to  piy  a  fine  of  three  hundred  dollars  ($300,)  and 
to  be  confined  at  hard  labor  for  one  year  in  such  prison  as  shall  be  designated  by 
the  Secretary  of  War.  This  sentence  to  be  published  in  a  daily  newspaper 
at  Cincinnati,  Ohio.  Two-thirds  of  the  members  of  the  Court  concurred  in  this 
sentence.''' 

II.. The  proceedings,  findings,  and  sentence  of  the  Court  in  the 
-above  case  of  Surgeon  John  M.  Robinsony  United  States  Volunteers, 
were  approved  by  the  proper  Commander,  and  the  record  forwarded 


for  the  action  of  the  President  of  the  United  States.  The  finding's 
and  sentence  are  approved,  and  the  prisoner  will  be  sent,  under  suit- 
able guard,  by  orders  of  the  Department  Commander,  to  the  Peniten- 
tiary at  Albany,  New  York,  which  is  designated  as  the  place  of  con- 
finement where  that  part  of  his  sentence  which  relates  to  imprison- 
ment will  be  executed.

Charge  I.  — "  Drawing  a  weapon  upon  his  superior  officer." 

Specification — "In  this:  that  Piivate  Henry  Robert  Eytzen,  of  Company 
'K,'  56th  Regiment  Massachusetts  Volunteers,  did  draw  a 
loaded  pistol  (revolving)  upon  First  Lieutenant  George  F. 
Browning  and  Second  Lieutenant  Francis  E.  Allen,  both  of 
Company  *F,"  First  Regiment  Veteran  Reserve  Corps,  and 
officers  of  patrol,  said  First  Lieutenant  George  F.  Browning 
and  Second  Lieutenant  Francis  E.  Allen  being  in  the  execution 
of  their  office.  This  at  house  No.  252  '  C  '  street,  Washington, 
D.  C,  on  or  about  the  25th  day  of  April,  1864."

Fort  Delaware  is  designated  as  the  place  of  his  con- 
finement, where  the  prisoner,  Captain  Eytter,  will  be  sent,  under  suit- 
able guard,  by  orders  of  the  Commanding  General,  Department  of 
Washington,  for  the  execution  of  the  remainder  of  his  sentence.
